Discuss High License or No License 
—Ward Workers. 

At the regular. meeting ef the W.C.T.U. 
in Trinity Church yesterday afternoon the 
subject of the approaching election was 
brought up, and it was decided that the 
women should go to the polls on election 
day to use their influence in the cause of 
municipal reform. 

The majority voted in favor of this move- 
ment, but only a small number volunteered 
for active service.

Precincts were assigned to the volunteers 
and then a discussion arose concerning the 
question of high license, which waxed 
tervid and strong. 

Mrs. More reported that a ticket had been 
made‘tib at the meeting held by the execu- 
tive committee of the citizens’ reform 
movement, taking candidates from each 
— who had pledged themselves te work 
for the suppression of the saloon, the 
Some two 
or three candidates, she seid, alleging that 
they did not believe it could be done, would 
not promise this, and therefore their names 
have been stricken off and others substi- 
tuted. The movement is non-partisan, the 
object being to place good men from either 
ticket in authority. ee 

The question arose, “Are non-partisans 
in favor of high license?” tO which Mrs, 
More responded, “High license is nota 
remedy for the evil, but itis a step towards 
it. Wedo notintend to stop there; it is 
only the means to anend. This movement 
is making prohibition faster than anythin 
else, and I think we had better accept wha 
we can get. The committee is made up of 
four parties—Republicans, Democra ro- 
hibitions and women whocan’t vote.’

have never raised my voice in favor 
of anything bearing upon high license.

THE FRESNO DISTILLERY. 


A Case with Several Ins and Onts 
to it. 

Eli Davis, superintendent of the Fresno 
county distillery that is in trouble with the 
Revenue Department, was brought down in 
custody of a United States deputy marshal 
yesterday on a warrant of removal from the 
northern district. Davis’s bail was fixed at 
$5000 by Judge Ross,and the necessary bond 
was made out and sent to Fresno to be exe- 
cuted, the prisoner meanwhile remaining 
iu custody. 

There is quite an interesting history con- 
nected with this seizure that has not hith- 
erto been made public. The fraudulent 

ractices complained of were discovered 

ast.June, and arrests and seizures were im- 
mediately made. The proprietors of the 
distillery proposed a compromise with the 
Government, ee to pay #2000 to settle 
the matter. This offer was accepted, and 
the money was turned over, 

Subsequently, however, the distillers 
worked their political intluence so effectu- 
ally that they got the $2000 returned to 
them, and congratulated themselves on 
being well out of their scrape. On the con- 
trary, they then and there made the great- 
est mistake of their lives: : 

The compromise money h 
turned, the case was restor 
status, and, whep a repo the ease 
reached the ears of the 5 ry of the 
Interior, he ordered proceedings to be com- 
menced de novo against the Fresno dis 
tillers, in spite of their “‘tlooence.” 

Upon this order a new seizure was made 
atid proceedings were commenced to con- 
fiscate the distillery property, valued at 
$35,009. Two criminal actions are pending 
against Davis, as above noted, and one 
against the secretary of the company, who 
is the cashier of a Fresno bank. There are 
a number of well-to-doand prominent people 
connected with the company, aud more 
a’rests are likely to follow. 

Davis, the man brought down yesterday, 
is the son of a Fresno capitalist. ‘The par- 
ticular chorge against him is of surrepti- 
tiously conveying spirits from the storage

Dr. Fay opened the meeting with prayer, 
in which he invoked the Divine blessing on 
the efforts being made to ag 
iniquity which is flooding the city, and 
asked for aid in advancing the cause ve 
religion and morality. 

Dr. Widney than made an address in 
which he set forth the object of the meet- 
ing. During the past year there has been @ 
great movement in favor of the reform of 
municipal government. This movement is 
directed at four great evils which flourish in 
our midst day after day. He alluded to the 
saloon evil, the gambling house, the opium 
den, and the house of prostitution. The 
movement is not allied to politics, nor is it 
proposed to fight this battle on party lines. 

hen the battle was first started the 
other parties were asked to make no munici- 
pal nominations, but to allow this move- 
ment to name the candidates to be sup- 
ported by all good citizens.

CALUMET (Mich.), Nov. 30.—[By the As-

the Calumet and Hecla mine this morning. 
A large party of men was working. The 
fire made rapid headway. All made arush 
for the surface, but eight are missing. That 
they are dead is certain. The mine is com- 
pletely covered with dense smoke. ‘The 
fire looks worse than did the last, but being 
nearer the surface it 1s believed the dam- 
age financially will not be so great. 7

Secretary Whitney’s Annua¥Report— 
Some Progress Claimed. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Secretary Whitney has pre- 
sented his annual report to the President. 
After giving a brief review of the condition 
of the navy as.it will exist on the 4th day of 
March, 1889, in comparison with the same 


and furnishing a list of armored vessels 
heretofore authorized by Congress, the 
Secretary says: | 

“So far as armored ships are concerned, 
the subject is yet to be treated in a broad 
way by the department and Congress. At 
the present time the conditions are such 
that everything necessary to first-class fight- 
ing ships can be produced and furnished to 
the department in this country. But this 
has never, until the present time, been 
true. Therefore consideration of the sub- 
ject has been necessarily postponed by the 
department until the present time. The 
efforts of the department in ship construc- 
tion have necessarily, since March, 1885, 
been devoted to unarmored vessels, and as 
to others, the department is able to report 
that when the ships in course of construc- 
tion and those authorized shall have been 
completed, the United States will rank sec- 
ond among nations in the possession of un- 
armored cruisers or ‘commerce destroyers,’ 
having the highest characteristics, viz., of 
size, 3000 tons and upward, and possessing 
a speed of 19 knots and upward.” 

he Secre quotes authorities as to the 
value of this class of vessels, and vontinues: 
“We cannot at present protect our coast, 
but we can return blow for blow, for we 
shali soon be in condition to launch a fleet 
of large and fast cruisers inst the com- 
merce of an enemy able to inflict the most 
serious and lasting injury thereon.” 

With regard to the production of power 
by maceinery, the report says: ‘“Tnestand- 
ard in 1885 was 10-horse power to a ton of 
machinery. All contracts since then have 
been upon the highest standard, and at the 
present time the department has reached a 

int where reliance can be placed upon it 

or the production of war vessels equal in 
character to those of any other country. It 
is gratifying to be able to report that, not- 
withstanding large expenditures for the 
new navy in the last three years, reductions 
in other directions have made the total ex- 
penditures of the department less for these 
years than for the three years ending June 
30, 1884, the ordinary expensesof the depart- 
ment having been reduced over 20 per cent. 
The total expenditure of the department for 
the three yearsending June 30, 1884, com- 
pared with the three years ending June 30, 
$46,830,630 uuder 
the head of ‘Coast and Harbor Defense 
Vessels.’ 

‘in the last annual report of the depart- 
ment considerations were given, leading to’ 
the conclusion that it would be unwise for 
the department to follow the course of the 
European powers in building uprotected 
torpedo boats, and in the present uncer- 
tainty regarding the practicability of sub- 
marine boats and while waiting practical 
trial oLwthe dynamite gunboat, it has been 
deemed Wise for the department to build 
the one light draught, heavily armored har- 
bor defense floating battery or ram, for 
which designs have been prepared. The 
advertisements for this vessel call for sub- 
mission of bids in February next, the char- 
acteristics to be found’as stated in the table 
of armored vessels.” 

' Considerable space is devoted to business 
methods and the introduction of system 
into the department. A chapter is devoted 
to naval progress during the year at home 
and abroad, and in itis the statement that 
the necessity for an increased number of 
fast protected cruisegs, whether for pur- 
poses ef protecting or destroying commerce, 
or for service with the fleet as scouts, has 
been emphasized during the naval maneu- 
vers of the year, and fully recognized by 
all naval powers. }|But with the increase of 
riumber of cruisers it has been recognized 
in view of the recent introduction of high 
explosive projectiles and increase of power 
and rapid fire and other guns, that 
renewed attention must be given to 


an armored ftieet, and the revailing 
opinion in England, France, Italy, Ger- 
many and Russia 1s strongly in favor of ad- 


ditional armored ships to be built at an 
early date. In tiese new vessels the armor 
will beamuch more widely distributed, and 
will certainly protect battery and crew, as 
well as the water line and machinery. The 
destructiveness of high explosive shell fire 
against unprotected sides has emphasized 
the peculiar advantages of the moritor type 
for coast defense service. ee 

The Secretary considers the subjects of 
improved powder, projectiles and torpedo 
boats, saying in regard to the latter that re- 
cent naval maneuvers abroad show that 
they must still be regarded’as the most use- 
ful for coast and harbor defense.

PLACERVILLE, Nov. 30.—IBy the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Ati:i4 o’clock this after- 
noon another scéne; such as gave this piace 
its early-day name of “Hangtown,’’occurred, 
when John Henry Myers expiated upon the 
scaffold. his criminal participation in the 
murder of John Lowellon the 24th day of 
March last. The final refusal of Gov. Wat- 
erman to commute the death sentence of 
John Olsen and William Drager, who were 
convicted with Myers, to that of life impris- 


onment, created a general belief that the 
trio must hang today, but the right ‘of ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court had not yet been 
exercised, and to this right G. J. Carpenter 
and C. F. Irvin finally ‘resorted to save their 
clients, Olsen and Drager, from the scaffold 
today. Consequently Myers alone suffered 
the penalty of his crime. 

Throughout the forenoon Myers lay on a 
couch in his cell in an apparently 

UNCONSCIOUS STATE, .. 
while in the adjoining celis Drager and 
Olsen cheerfully conversed with the death- 
watch and visitors. Their conduct has not 
mfterially changed since they received the 
news that they were not to be executed to- 
day, for they had previously made up their 
minds that hope was useless, and that they 
would face their death bravely in the Cath- 
olic faith, which each espoused. When it 
was evident this morning that Myers 

- would have to be carried to the place of ex- 
ecution Drager said: ‘‘I have said from the 
beginning that Myers would have to be 
carried out, and would not meet death likea 
man. [I and Olsen had determined to do it, 
and we asked Myers to read the Bible and 
do something for his soul, and be brave, but 
he threw away the German Bible that was 
given him, with the words, ‘Damn it; every- 
thing goes to hell, and I might as well go to 
hell with it.’” 

Myers had refused to eat anything since 
Tuesday evening. Wednesday night he 
spent in writing something in the way of 
tonfession, which was but a repetition. of 
the facts stated in his aflidavit. used upon 
the hearing of the motion for a new trial in 
the cases of Drager and Olsen. Yesterday 
morning he arose early and in a light frame 
of mind. When the cells of the three con- 
demned men were opened to be cleaned, 
Myers talked in a happy strain. Shortly he 
began to sob, and reclined on his couch, 
exclaiming: “My wife, mychild!’ Drager 
and Ols€n went to his side, when he took 

_ Drager’s hand between his and asked him 
. to forgive him for getting him into trouble 
and for all the lies he had told about him. 
This done, he repeated this entreaty with 
Olsen.

-Consviousness until 12:15 o’clock today, 


when he aroused himself, called the watch- 
man aad asked for some milk, which was 
given him.

THEIR YEAR'S WORK. 


‘The. Interstate Commissign’s 


Report. 


Hard Times Among the Railways Not 
Due to the Act, « 


But to the Rascally Management of 
Stock Manipulators, 


The System of ‘**Meetine’ Cuts Condemned— 
Railways Urged to Better Relations 
Among Themselves gesti as to 
the Transportation of Immigrants. 


Ty Teleorcphto The Times. 

Noy. 30,—[{By the Asso- 
clated Press.) The annual report of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is now in 
type. From it the following is taken: 

From the best information now available, 
the railroad mileagé of the country on the 
50th of June, 1888, is estimated at 152,781, 
of which 2312 miles had been completed 
and brought into operation within six 
months preceding that day. 

A suminary is made of the formal com- 
plaints. Of 107 cases submitted, 50 have 
been decided, 6 are not yet decided, in 9 
the hearing is not completed, 23 were with- 
drawn or settled, 10 were suspended: by re- 
quest, and 9 are assigned for hearing. 

In the section of the country north of the 
Potomac and Ohio and east of the Missouri, 
cases in which a greater charge is made for 
Shorter transportation are few, and their 
circumstances are such that the complaint 
is not often made that they operate op 
pressively. With some exceptions, result- 
ing from ocean competition, the rule of the 
Short-haul provision of the law has been 
put in force upon the transcontinental 
roads, where its operation and effect can be 
observed under what now appear to 
favorable conditions, In the Southern and 
Southwestern States the commission has 
had reason to think that carriers were mov- 
ing more slowly in bringing their tariffs 
isto conformity with the general statutory 
law than in other sections. Not being sat- 
isfied that this duty has been sufficiently 
apprehended and observed, the commission 
has ordered an. investigation to be made of 
the whole subject. 

EFFECTS OF THE ACT. 7 

The report then takes up the subject of 
the effect of the Interstate Commeres Act 
upon common carriers, and says: “Although 
some railroad managers have declared it to 
have had a damaging effect, the commission 
is possessed of no evidence showing that 
the general resuit has been otherwise than 
beneficial. Railroad business has suffered 
in the past year, not because of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act, but owing to strikes, 
new parallel lines and rate wars.”’ With 
reference to the rate wars in the Northwest 
and among the trunk lines during the year 
the report says: ‘Asis commonly the case 
in rate wars, the trunk lines’ difficulties re- 
sulted from suspicions on the part of the

In general, therefore, it may 
be said that while railroad managers possess 
the power to destroy the interests, not only 
of their rivals, but of their own stock- 
holders, they will recklessly make rates 
that lead to bankruptcy. The question 
oiten becomes of high moment whether: it 
is- wiser to meet the reduced rates of 
a competitor or let the business go. Yet 
the decision of this question is left by im- 
rtant lines in the hands of subordinates 
ho apparently have no other notion upon 
the subject beyond the rule that every cut 
must be promptly ‘‘met.’”’ Nothing seems 
more surprising than the fact that a rail- 
road inanager who will neither take steps 
by law to put a stop to the secret cutting of 
rates, which he publicly charges, nor fur- 
nish evidence upon which others may do 
so, will nevertheless sacrifice for his share- 
holders miilions of revenue to punish it. 


UNITY OF RAILROAD INTERESTS. 


ot the country will, where practicable, 
make such joint arrangements that the 
public shall find an arrangement with one 
adequate for the ‘purpose of any single 
transaction. There should be some means 


moral or legal, that would grow out of such 
arrangements. The tendency among rail- 
roads seems likely to be in the direction of 
consolidation as the only means of 
mutual protection against rate wars. 
But anything eguivaient to the creation 
now oi what are technically denominated as 
“trusts” has hardiy been supposed possible. 
Even if the parties were at liberty to form 
it at pleasure, there is lacking a concentra- 
tion of authority. Railroads can do much 
toward better relatlons with the’ public and 
do better service by first establishing better 
relations among themselves. The need of 
this is very imperative. In all cutting of 
rates the party beginning it makes charges 
or insinuations against its com@@itors. The 
carriers cutting rates have proclaimed that 
the reduced rates were all that could be 
justiy demanded, when persons having ex- 
perience knew that a persistency in such 
rates would lead directly to bankruptcy. 
An impartial observer is compelled to say 
that such methods do not belong to the 
present age. While the commission is not 
at this time prepared to recommend general! 
legislation toward the establishment and 
promotion of relations between carriers that 
Shall better observe the public interests 
than those which are how common, it never- 
theless looks forward to the possibility of 
something of that nature becoming at some 
time imperative unless great improvement 
in existing conditions is voluntarily inaug- 
urated. 
IMMIGRANT TRANSPORTATION 
is considered, and “various facts stated 
which were developed upon the two inves- 
tigations heid in New York city. In view 
of all the circumstances, the commission 
recommends a reception place larger than 
Castie Garden, from which those not legiti- 
mateiy connected with immigrant transpor- 
tation shall be excluded. The interior nes 
should have agents there on an equal foot- 
ing. The payment*of commissions for 
routing immigrants, and for procuring ship- 
ment of immigrants from foreign countries 
should be declared illegal, and be made 
punishabie. The commission should have 
power to fix immigrant fares. These ob- 
jects cannot be fully accomplished except 
by the Federal Government taking com- 
plete control of the whole subject.
